DEAL BREAKER? 

QUINN DEALS SEVERE BLOW TO MAJOR GAMBLING EXPANSION

Gov Quinn on Monday dealt a severe blow to 
a major gambling expansion effort that would 
bring a casino to Chicago, ticking off a lengthy 
list of changes he wants before he’ll sign off. 

One demand emerged as a deal breaker: 
stripping out a provision that would place slot 
machines at horse racing tracks. 

Without that plum, supporters said, the 
carefully cultivated alliance that allowed the 
gambling package to narrowly pass during the 
waning days of spring session will fall apart. If 
that happens, an estimated $i billion a year 
for schools, public works projects and local 
government would not materialize. 


Negotiations on new legislation could start 
next week, when lawmakers are scheduled to 
return to Springfield. Senators are prepared 
to offer a rewrite, but it’s likely to take much 
longer for legislators and Quinn to reach a 
consensus. 

Quinn’s proposal drew measured responses 
from Senate President John Cullerton and 
Mayor Emanuel, who lobbied lawmakers to 
vote for the gambling legislation. Emanuel 
pledged to use revenue from a Chicago casino 
to rebuild the city’s crumbling infrastructure. 

The governor said he’s OK with the five ad- 
ditional casinos called for in the legislation, 
with one exception: He wants regulators to de- 


cide on a casino location in Lake County The 
bill currently gives that honor to the tiny town 
of Park City, along with Chicago, Rockford, 
Danville and Cook County’s south suburbs. 

Quinn indicated he wouldn’t sign off on 
anything that doesn’t follow his framework. 
Quinn said the important thing is not wheth- 
er a bill could pass, but if it is good for the 
state. 

“The bottom line is, I’m the goalie,” Quinn 
said. “I have the final word, and we’re not 
going to have a willy-nilly gambling bill in Il- 
linois that is not protecting integrity, that is 
way too big and excessive, and doesn’t provide 
adequate revenue for education.”

INTHE RED ZONE 

• Save lor some finishing touches, work on 
the Grand Red Line stop on the Near North 
Side is expected to be completed by year's 
end, Chicago Department of Transportation 
spokesman Brian Steele said. The stop, which 
cost S67 million to redo, has a new mezza- 
nine and granite floors and stairs. 

»The Chicago Metropolitan Agency for 
Planning, a transportation planning council, 
last week approved funds to renovate the 
Clark/Division stop on the Near North Side. 
Construction on the project, which is slated 
to top $102 million, is expected to begin next 
year, Steele said. 

»The Wilson stop in Uptown last week won 
$6 million in federal funding for an elevator 
inside the stationhouse and exterior rehabili- 
tation. 

»The Loyola stop in Rogers Park was 
awarded $11 million in federal funds in July to 
move its station entrance north and create a 
pedestrian plaza. Construction is expected to 
begin in the spring.

streets on the Green and Pink lines is 40 per- 
cent complete, Steele said. “The basic steel 
structure and foundation is in place,” Steele 
said. The West Loop stop, which is slated to 
cost $38 million to renovate, is scheduled to 
open in summer 2012. 

• Mayor Emanuel floated a plan last week to 
levy a $2-a-day parking fee to pay for a new 
stop on the Green Line by Cermak Road 
near McCormick Place. Tlie Regional Trans- 
portation Authority, the funding arm for the 
CTA and Metra, launched a study in 2008 
to evaluate the possibilities of a Green Line 
stop at 18th Street or Cermak. 

The study determined that Cermak sta- 
tion entrances could be located at Cermak 
Road, mid-block between Cermak and 23rd 
Street, and at 23rd Street. 

Also proposed were streetscape en- 
hancements including creating a bike and 
pedestrian trail between the Red Line and 
the Metra line by the Chinatown- Cermak 
stop heading north from Cermak. The study 
estimated construction would cost upward of 
S50 million.

Cash-strapped Chicagoans trading up to the good life

Jerry Gardner of the South Loop has been cutting, coloring and lengthening hair 
for three years , but accepting cash for these services isn't always his style. 

For two years, Gardner has traded haircuts for a number of goods and services 
including custom clothes and promotional services (Web design, publicity shots) 
for his business. Hair byjay Le^Andre . 

He said about 15 percent of his clientele are barter customers. 


“Most of the time, people come to me,” 
said Gardner, 20. “Instead of paying each 
other cash, it’s, 'Yon do my website and 111 do 
so many blow outs/ It really depends on the 
value and worth of what you’re seeking and 
how much it’s going to cost you to barter.” 

He’s not the only Chicagoan on the cutting 
edge. In this depressed economy, bartering is 
growing in popularity as some are swapping 
everything from hair treatments to music les- 
sons to technical work for other goods and 
services. Statistics are difficult to track, but a 
Craigslist spokeswoman said the site’s barter- 
ing section “has been doubling year by year/’ 
Meanwhile, more than 400 Chicagoland 
businesses are listed on itex.com, a barter 
marketplace. 

Historically the way people received goods 
before cash was invented, bartering is ex- 
periencing something of a comeback , said 
Adam Galinsky, a negotiations professor in 
the Kellogg School of Management at North- 
western. It benefits the underemployed, who 
have time and energy to devote to performing 
tasks but lack a lot of money. 


“Bartering becomes the perfect thing in 
any cash-strapped situation,” Galinsky said. 

But don’t ditch your wallet quite yet. There 
are some drawbacks to bartering, Gardner 
said. Problems can include a lack of quality 
service from clients and awkwardness in re- 
lationships when barter agreements need to 
change. 

Matt Brown is becoming acquainted with 
bartering and Chicago* When he moved here 
last month from Pennsylvania, a friend gave 
him a chair, an ottoman and two paintings to 
help decorate his new Ravcnswood Manor 
apartment. 

In exchange, Brown, an old-time fiddle 
and banjo teacher at the Old Town School of 
Folk Music, gave her a fiddle lesson, typically 
priced at S50-S60 for an hour session. 

This wasn’t the first time Brown bartered 
for goods* A few years ago, when he was here 
for a show, he met an Evanston chef who 
traded a couple of meals for fiddle instruc- 
tion* 

“It would seem like I cheated him, but I feel 
like we both came out of it feeling like we Ye 



blessed,” said Brown, 27. “If I can trade my 
expertise for yours, it doesn’t have to involve 
cash. I’m looking to do it more,” 

Andy Vazquez, 30, said he also wouldn’t 
mind more bartering opportunities. The Lin- 
coln Square resident provides a unique ser- 
vice: lie can recover the photos you lose on 
your digital camera. 

Vazquez said he typically mines digital 


cameras for 10 to 15 people each year as a hob- 
by 'His day job is in insurance.) 

For payment, Vazquez said he usually re- 
ceives a S25 or $50 gift card to Best Buy or 
AMC theaters. A new memory card for the 
camera is much more expensive, Vazquez 
said. 

Vazquez said his wife, too, barters as a 
hobby. She has created flyers for a band in

Vazquez said he didn't ask for cash from 
one ot his wife's coworkers, who recently lost 
300 digital photos of her wedding* Vazquez 
was able to find the photos, and the woman 
bought him lunch* 

“A wedding is something onee in a lifetime,” 
Vazquez said* “Any way you put it, it's your 


honeymoon* can't put a price on that*” 
But Gardner, the South loop stylist, said 
he's found that there are some things on 
which you have to put a price* 

Gardner said he only accepts 80 percent 
of the bartering offers he receives because 
some — such as coupons and home cooked 
food — are not worth his time* 

He said he's learned there are some down- 


sides to trading services* 

“You've got to be really careful who you're 
bartering w r ith and what you're bartering be- 
cause some people try to cheat you," Gardner 
said* 

Sometimes those who barter services don't 
put as much effort into tbe project as some- 
one who is getting paid, Gardner said. Also, 
he now r relies on contracts after a bad expe- 


rience with a client who didn't come through 
w r ith photos. 

Plus, it can get awkward when you want to 
turn the barter relationship into a cash ex- 
change, Gardner said* 

“I ask myself, 4 Can T afford to barter for 
this service or should T just decline the of- 
fer?' ” Gardner said*

Clean your windshield- 
old stickers could cost you

As a transplant to Chicago, Bonnie King 
thought the city's annual vehicle stickers were 
“novel,” So each year, she left the old city stick- 
er on her car when she attached a new one. 

Last week, the 32-year-old Albany Park resi- 
dent was hit with a $120 ticket for having an 
improperly displayed sticker on her car. She 
said her 2011 sticker was adhered in the correct 
place, the lower passenger-side comer of the 
windshield, and wonders if she was ticketed 
because two old stickers were still in place. 

“It seems to make no sense especially when 
T paid for the [current] sticker,” she said of her 
ticket. 

Aid, Richard Mell recently" emailed resi- 
dents in his 33rd Ward with a warning after one 
of his constituents apparently received a ticket 


for a similar infraction. 

"Please don't get caught on a technicality!” 
Mell's email read. "Remove the old stickers, 
and make sure the new one is located in the 
correct position,” 

City law requires motorists place stickers 
"at the lower right-hand corner on the inside 
of the glass portion of the windshield of such 
motor vehicle,” The ordinance also tells mo- 
torist they must follow the instructions on the 
sticker, which include removing the previous 
year's sticker, 

"They tell you to do it, but T don't think it's 
really that clear youd get a ticket if you don't 
do it,” King said. 

Rut I lolly Stutz, deputy comptroller for the 
Department of Finance and Revenue, said the 
department doesn't ticket motorists who leave 
old stickers on their vehicle, 

A spokesman for Chicago police, which is- 
sued the ticket to King, said he did not have 
the records on King's case and so could not

comment. 

Rut he said that in general the department 
may issue tickets if an officer feels a sticker, 
or stickers, are obstructing a driver's view, the 
spokesman said. Both that infraction, and one 
for improperly displaying a sticker, carry a $120 
fine, the spokesman said. 

There were 200,122 tickets issued to people 
who did not have a sticker or displayed a sticker 
improperly last year, according to Stutz, This 
year there were 134,262 tickets issued through 
Aug. 31.

Obama 
hits road 
to push 
jobs bill 

MILLERS CREEK, N.C. President Obama 
sought on Monday to turn up the heat 
on Republicans for blocking his jobs bill as he 
started a campaign-style bus tour across states 
vital to his 2012 re-election chances. 

I Iitting the road again, this time in North 
Carolina and Virginia, Obama struck a popu- 
list tone and argued that Congress should pass 
at least parts of his S447 billion jobs package 
that was defeated as a whole last week. 

“We’re going to give members of Congress 
another chance to step up to the plate and do 
the right thing,” Obama told a cheering crowd 
at the airport in Asheville, N.C., the starting 
point for his three-day trek in an armored bus. 

As Senate Democrats prepared to force 
a vote this week on one of Obama’s jobs 
proposals, which would give states money 
to employ teachers, the president mocked 
the Republicans who had blocked his original 
bill. 

“Maybe they just couldn’t understand the 
whole all at once,” he said. “So we’ie going to 
break it up into bite-size pieces so they can 
take a thoughtful approach to this legisla- 
tion,” 

The president’s strategy is to force Repub- 
licans to accept his proposals or be painted 
as obstructionists getting in the way of eco- 
nomic recovery as the 2012 presidential and 
congressional campaigns heat up. 

Republicans say Obama’s jobs package is 
laden with wasteful spending and counter- 
productive tax hikes for wealthier Americans, 

That impasse makes it unlikely that any 
major steps to spur hiring will be passed be- 
fore the 2012 election, when Obama will be 
judged for his economic stewardship.

Which grilled cheese cafe will win sandwich 
lovers’ loyalty?

As a kid, it was a cafeteria classic. Now, it's a perfectly passable dinner on a lazy week- 
night. Yes, we're talking about your friend and mine, the grilled cheese sandwich. 

Back in 2008, the 44th Ward Dinner Party billed itself as Chicago's first grilled 
cheese bar. (One person who won't ever forget that is Redliye staffer Matt Pais, 
who ate his way through the whole sandwich menu in one seating during opening 
weekend.) It closed last summer, but luckily for cheese lovers, the grilled cheese 
movement lives on. 

Filling the void are Melt Sandwich Shop pe (1840 N, Damen Avc\ 773-292-6358, 
which opened in Bucktown last week, and late-night Lakeview sandwich spot 
Cheesie'sPub & Grub (958 W Belmont Ave, 773-388-1574), which opened in May 
How do the two stack up? See for yourself in this very cheesy showdowo, erinbrere-

The look 

Melt Sc hoolhouse- inspired, with brightly 
hued cafeteria chairs, bookshelves and even 
a couple of vmtagedesks. A giant chalkboard 
wall dressed with gilded frames serves as the 
menu, 

Cheesie’s; Pub-meets-art gallery, if the art 
were all about grilled cheese. Recent addi- 
tions include a Sistine Chapel-inspired mural 
of God handing Adam a grilled cheese and 
a framed image of dogs playing poker with 
stacks of sandwiches instead of chips. 

Advantage: Melt The cool-school decor is 
more polished than Cheesie’s pub vibe. 
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The story 

Melt: A pregnant friend’s cravings for grilled 
cheese inspired Dion Antic, who also runs 
Porkchop in the West Loop, to create a family- 
friendly sandwich shop. “Bucktown needs 
something [where you wouldn’t] feel weird if 
you brought your kid In," he says. 

Cheesie’s: After trying to find a place serv- 
ing grilled cheese when out with a friend last 
year, owner Chris Johnston wondered: Why 
hadn't anyone created a restaurant that served 
variations of the celebrated sandwich? By 
January, he’d quit his job as general manager at 
Wrigleyville bar Rockwood Place to begin plan- 
ning Cheesie’s. “Grilled cheese brings people 
back to their childhood,” he says. 

Advantage: Tie. Both owners were similarly 
inspired, and though Antic's decades of experi- 
ence outnumber Johnston’s, his spots (from 
Iggy’s to Rockstar Dogs to the Shady Lady) 
aren’t known for their longevity. 

The crowd 

Melt: Bucktown couples, Damen Avenue bou- 
tique shoppers and neighborhood parents with 
kids in tow. Doors close at the early hour of 
7 p.m. 

Cheesie’s: Bargoers craving a midnight snack. 
Cheesie’s is open until midnight during the 
week and as late as 5 a.m. Saturday. On week- 
ends, a late-night line often snakes out the 
door. 

Advantage: Cheesie’s. You can get lunch, 
dinner or a late-night meal-and have grilled 
cheese for a Sunday morning breakfast. 


The sandwiches 

Melt: 15. Gourmet combos of artisan cheese 
and meats, including the Appleton (cheddar, 
pepper jack, Muenster and sliced red apple on 
a baguette. $7.95; $9.95 with black forest ham), 
are served with soup or chips. 

Cheesie’s: 8. The men u features seven sand- 
wiches stuffed with extras such as steak fries, 
jalapenos or bacon, and served with different 
dipping sauces for $5.95. One sandwich of the 
month (such as The Tenderizer with chicken ten- 
ders. bacon, cheddar, mozzarella, and barbecue 
and hot sauce on Texas toast) usually goes for 
$6.95-$7.95. At $4, microbrews are a deal too. 

Advantage: Tie. By the numbers, Melt wins, 
but it’s hard not to favor Cheesie’s, where you 
can get a sandwich and beer for 10 bucks. 

The taste 

Melt: Unfortunately, Melt’s decor is more nota- 
ble than its flavors. The Kansas City ($8.95, bar- 
becue chicken with blue cheese and celery on 
ciabatta) was average but light on crunch; the 
three-cheese Appleton came out room temper- 
ature, lacking texture and melted gooeyness 
that really makes you feel like a kid again. 

Cheesie’s: More is more with Cheesie’s over- 
stuffed sandwiches. The Frenchie (American 
and mozzarella cheese with bacon, chives and 
thick-cut French fries on sourdough bread) is 
pure nostalgia with the perfect crunch outside 
and plenty of gooey cheese inside. 

Advantage: Cheesie’s. The right juxtaposi- 
tion of crunchy and melty is what makes grilled 
cheese oh-so-good.
